2. SHOULD DELEGATION FAIL TO HAVE ABOVE ALTERATIONS MADE, 
DELEGATION SHOULD MAKE STATEMENT ALONG EOLLOWING LINES: 

A) US VOTED EOR RESOLUTION BECAUSE WE CONSIDER APARTHEID 
UNJUST, INHUMANE AND DISTASTEFUL. WE SHARE CONCERN OF REST 
OF WORLD FOR THOSE JAILED OR RESTRICTED FOR THEIR PEACEEUL 
OPPOSITION TO DEHUMANIZING POLICY OE APARTHEID. 
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B) us CONTINUES TO HOPE EOR PEACEEUL RESOLUTION OE SOUTH 
AERICA'S RACIAL PROBLEMS. WE CONSIDER USE OE VIOLENCE TO 
BRING END TO APARTHEID HARMEUL TO ALL CONCERNED AND, 
ULTIMATELY, FUTILE. US DISASSOCIATES ITSELF FROM ADVOCACY 
OF FORCE OR MANDATORY SANCTIONS CONTAINED IN PRECEDENTS OF
